Circleville’* city police radio sys­ 
tem will soon undergo a modern­ 
ization overhaul which will enable 
it to continue operations on

tor Oscar Root announced

He said a proposal

city police radio facilities to

frequency used by the Pickaway 
County sheriff’s departm ent h a d 
been set aside after full study. 
Root said he had decided against 
the plan because it was felt 
the 
frequency used by the sheriff’s de­ 
partm ent is “ too crowded” . 
Those in favor of putting city 
police on the sheriff’s frequency 
claimed it would make local law 
enforcement more effective, and 
that It would be

*»ep in line with Civil 
Defense 
planning. Chief objection offered 
9 by those opposed to the p l a n 
was the one mentioned by Root.

costs .or the city. 
Improvement of the present po­ 
lice radio system—increasing pow­ 
er from 30 to 60 w atts—will 
be 
completed within a few weeks, the 
safety head said. He pointed out 
that under the new setup, it will 
be possible for city police cruisers 
jp,to communicate directly with one 
another without help of the station. 
The central operator, at the same 
time, can listen in on any car-to- 
car contacts.

By Ohio Law 


American History 
Only Mandatory Topic 
For School Diplomas

COLUMBUS, Ohio 7^—Ohio's I,- 
388,000 public school pupils a re not 
required by law to study the three 
R ’s. 
Since 1943, not a single course 
through th e first eight g rad e s is 
required by Ohio law. 
One unit o f ‘ A m erican H isto ry ! 
and g o v ern m en t a prerequisite for 
graduation from high school—is the 
only subject required by law today 
in the public schools of Ohio, th a t j 
gave to the world the three m en 
generally considered fathers of the 
three R ’s—W illiam Holmes M cGuf­ 
fey, Dr. Jo seph Ray, and T hom as 
W. H arvey. 
M cGuffey and his readers. Ray 
and his arithm etics and H arv ey 
and his 
g ra m m a rs are fam iliar 
only to those who got their e d u c­ 
tion y e a rs ago. 
Sixty-five 
years of legally 
r e ­ 
quired 
public 
school 
instruction, 
with th e (inception of one unit of 
A m erican history and gov ern m en t, 
ended w ith tho repeal of the law 
by the G en eral Assembly in 1943. 
The following required courses 
of study—d atin g as far back as 
1878—w ere m ad e perm issive r a th ­ 
er than m an d ato ry : 
Thrift. A m erican governm ent and 
citizenship 
(in 
the 
seventh 
and 
eighth g ra d e s), instruction in the 
nature 
and 
effect 
of 
alcoholic 
drinks and other narcotics, re a d ­ 
ing, spelling, writing, the english 
language. 
E nglish g r a m m a r 
and 
com position, geography, 
a rith m e ­ 
tic, 
hygiene, 
physical education, 
rhetoric. 
A lgebra, geom etry, n atu ra l sci­ 
ence, ag ric u ltu re, ancient and m od­ 
ern foreign languages, c o m m ercia l 
and in d u strial instruction, fire p r e ­ 
vention 
and 
fire drills, 
accident* 
prevention, 
conservation 
(includ­ 
ing the o b se rv an ce of A rbor D ay), 
and in stru ctio n in the Constitution 
of the U.S. and Ohio in the seventh 
and eighth grades. 
All of th e se subjects had been 
required by law either in Ohio’s 
ele m e n ta ry schools or high schools 
or both. 
The new school code, effective 
Sept. 16, 1943, reincorporated r e ­

le g islatu re the m andatory “ sh a ll” 
in the law w as changed to p e r­ 
m issive “ m a y .” 
A section w as added providing: 
“ E v e ry bikh school shall include 
in the re q u ire m eals for g rad u a tio n 
from an y cu rricu lu m one unit of 
A m erican 
history 
and 
g o v ern ­ 
m en t.”

teaching of all courses p erm issiv e 
with the exception of one unit of 
A m erican history and g o v ern m en t 
in high schools. There w as no le­ 
gal re q u ire m e n t as to w hat shall 
be tau g h t, only a list of subjects 
that m ay be taught. 
The fa c t th e re is only one legally- 
required subject in Ohio’s public 
schools—one unit of A m erican h is­ 
tory and go v ern m en t—is supported 
by the sta te dep artm en t of e d u c a ­ 
tion. the Ohio Education Assn., and 
m ost professional educators. 
“ We h a v e no business putting 
into law 
th a t which is ad m in is­ 
tra tiv e ,” say s Dr. (Hyde Hissong, 
state su perintendent of public in ­ 
struction. 
He m a in ta in s since local schools 
are in c h a rg e of local boards of 
education it should be up to local 
school ad m in istra to rs to develop a 
course of study that best suits their 
needs. He is opposed to eith er the 
state L eg islatu re or tho state d e ­ 
p a rtm e n t dictating w hat should be 
taught. 
“ W’e o p e ra te from the ground up 
and not from the top down, he 
says. “ We sen"* in an advisory 
and a d m in istra tiv e c a p ac ity .”

should be responsible to the voice 
of the people where they o p era te. 
Dr. H issong m aintains m a n d ate d 
subjects m a d e schools responsive 
to p re ssu re groups who have p a r ­ 
ticular su b jects they want to put 
into the school curriculum . 
Those on the other side of the 
a rg u m e n t ask how persons could 
be called p ressu re groups ii insist­ 
ing that 
such subjects as r e a d ­ 
ing, w riting and arithm etic, be re ­ 
quired, as they were prior to 1943 
Dr. H issong also points out that 
the bodge podge of req u irem en ts 
before the new school code was 
e n a c te d —so m e of 17 of th em —kept 
te ac h ers so busy they didn’t have 
tim e to re a c h anything else. 
Fully in accord with this is the 
Ohio E d u ca tio n Assn., professional 
o rganization oi teachers, principals 
and 
superintendents. T hom as G 
O’Keefe, d irecto r of research and 
legislative agent, says the GEA * 
philosophy h as been to leave choice 
of the cu rricu lu m in the hnds of 
local b o ard s. 
Chiel responsibilities of the state 
d e p a rtm e n t of education, says Di­ 
rector H issong, are to give im ­ 
petus to the im provem ent of e d ­ 
ucational opprtunities in the state 
and to a d m in iste r the distribution 
of sta te funds as provided by la a*. 
The d e p a rtm e n t sets forth c e r ­ 
tain re q u ire d subject offerings for 
ap p ro v e d first g la d e high schools.

Western dem ocracies is the Chris­ 
tian idea whi(h stands behind the 
American way of life is the brief 
expression in the First Epistle of 
St. John: ‘‘Beloved, now we are 
the sons of God.” 
The opposing idea is b r i e f l y 
stated in 
the 
writings of 
Karl 
Marx, the prophet of the hosts of 
Communism: ‘‘That each man has 
'gt value as a sovereign being is an 
allusion of Christianity.” 
The vast struggle out of these 
two vastly differing ideas of man 
will not be settled by weapons in 
the hands of m an—not 
even 
by 
the Atomic Bomb. 
The 
struggle 
will be solved by the way these 
conflicting ideas work out in t h e 
lives of men and women—by the 
type of lives they produce. 
A great factor in hindering that 
f i n n i n g is the failure of christian 
% icn and women to sense the strug­ 
gle and the factors in it. It will be 
too easy for people to feel that the 
struggle is far off in distant lands 
instead of a local community clar­ 
ion call to action. 
It has been said that “ We Amer­ 
icans have left our churches and 
forgotten our hymnals. We believe 
in religion, but we have ceased lit­ 
tle by little to practice it; and w'e 
have ceased little by little to prac­ 
t i c e charity.” 
Christianity is not just a theory 
to believe, but a way of lite to fol­ 
low. It must be active or it will 
die. We are faced with the 
fact 
that eager alive Christians are a 
minority in our land. 
Christians must begin by being 
alert to the amazing facts that lie 
at the center of our faith, 
a n d 
make their dem ands upon us. 
ft 
will help us further to see afresh 
how in the Gospels Jesus divides 
* th e religion 
he offers into two 
parts: What it does to us and what 
it does with us. 
The religion that is content with 
what it can get from God and his 
mercy is never enough. The relig­ 
ion that would win the world must 
be a religion which will be a ‘‘liv­ 
ing force” else it will die and ev­ 
erything which it has touched will 
perish with it.

S T IC K TO S T E A K S 


P E R CAPITA CONSUMPTION of beef 


by Americans last year was 75 pounds, a 


record high and an increase from 55 pounds 


as recently as 1951. Americans are expect­ 


ed to consume approximately the s a m e 


amount of beef this year as last. Whatever 


problems beset the livestock industry, lack 
of demand is not one of them. 
Producers continue to emphasize that 
heavy consumption alone can insure t h e 
well-being of the industry. Marketing legis­ 
lation and similar m easures could only be 
of temporary benefit at best. 
* This is the word which comes from 
a 
meeting of the Am erican National Cattle­ 
m e n ’s Association. This is one of the old* 
est livestock organizations in the nation. 
Widespread drouth conditions forced many 
cattlem en to m arket their animals last 
sum m er, with a depressing e f f e c t on 
prices. “ We never have had too many cat­ 
tle for the people,” one rancher explained, 
“ but we sure had too many for the grass.” 
In spite of what approached a calamity 
in the business, the calf crop this year is 
estimated at 40 million head. The htrusewife 
will find a few cheaper cuts on the market, 
and both good and choice cuts will be pric­ 
ed comparatively reasonably. 
To a great extent future of the cattle in­ 
dustry, these ranchers say, depends upon 
the beef-eating habits of the people. That 
is, the future of this great industry will be 
rosy if everybody sticks to steaks.

In announcing its return to the ch ro m at­ 
ic scale of the traditional steam whistle, 
the Central admits that public sentiment 
played a large part in the decision. 
The 
break with progress, however, is not being 
m ade solely on that score. It appears that 
the fog horn blast that distinguishes 
to­ 
d a y ’s iron horse from its forebears does 
not, contrary to what one would suspect, 
penetrate as far as the melodious toot of 
nostalgic memory. 
F o r once, at least, progress has b e e n 
compelled to defer to tradition. And if the 
idea is taken up by tho other lines, m any 
citizens will be relieved of the terrifying 
experience of being startled out of their 
sleep by the night express passing through 
the bedroom when the wind is in the right 
direction. 


Senator Charles E. Potter of Michigan, 


chairman of the Subcommittee on Korean 
War Atrocities of the McCarthy C om m it­ 
tee. has prepared a report on what actual­ 
ly happened there. In this 
report, 
n o w 
available to the public, he says: 
“ Th*3 purpose of the investigation was to 
bring to the attention of the world in gen­ 
eral and to the American people in par­ 
ticular, the type of vicious and barbaric 
enemy we have been fighting in Korea, to 
expose their horrible acts c o m m i t t e d 
against our troops, and to foster appropri­ 
ate legislation." 
He reports that as of November, 
1953, 
5,639 American troops died “ as a result of 
war c rim es.” This figure is regarded 
as 
conservative and incomplete because: 
“ . . .the above American fatalities fig­ 
ure does not represent the total number of 
American victims of atrocities b e c a s s e 
many victims survived and were either re ­ 
patriated or in some other manner found 
their way back to the United Nations lines. 
The 
conservative 
estimate of probable 
American victims of atrocities because 
6,113 which figure is expected to increase 
when the 'Big Switch' investigations 
are 
completed. 
“ Evidence further showed that the 
to­ 
tal number of reported civilian victim s 
reaches the number 35,459 persons, with a 
probable verifiable estimate of 17,354; and 
that the total number of reported victims 
among United Nations forces (including 
United States troops) was 20,785 with 
a 
probable verifiable estimate of 11.622.” 
It is a horrible picture and needs think­ 
ing about, particularly in view of the pres­ 
ent tendency to consider recognition 
of 
Communist China. While in some minds, 
these atrocities are regarded as having 
1 been committed by North Koreans, 
the 
fact is that North Korea is now a fief of 
Communist China and has been complete- 
1 Iv mastered and absorbed. That country 
m ay be regarded as having ceased to e x ­ 
ist as a separate and 
independent sov­ 
ereignty. 
These are the conclusions of the Potter 
. Subcommittee: 
“ (I) 
The North Korean and Chinese 
Communist armies were guilty of the fol­ 
lowing war crimes and crim es against hu­ 
manity committed against American per­ 
sonnel during the conflict in Korea from 
Jun e 25. 1950, until Ju ly 27, 1953: 
“ Murder; attempted murder; 
malicious 
and aggravated assaults; various acts of 
torture, i.e., perforating flesh of prisoners 
with lighted cigarettes and inserting a can 
opener into a prisoner’s open w o u n d; 
starvation; deliberate policy of fostering 
starvation; experimental medical opera­ 
tions; coerced Communist indoctrination; 
bayonetting. 
“ (2) The Communist Government in Chi­ 
na is equally responsible and guilty as the 
Communist Government in Korea for war 
atrocities committed against Americans. 
“ (3) Virtually every provision of the G e ­ 
neva Convention governing the treatm ent 
of war prisopers was purposely violated or 
ignored by the North Korean and Chinese 
forces.

as an anesthetic as well as a

women in labor. T h is drug is 
finally being used to a great e x ­ 
te n t in this country, with great 
success. 


Chloroform Smell 


T h is anesthetic substance re ­ 
sem bles 
chloroform 
in 
color, 
smell and make-up. This is where 
th e resem blance ends. It does not I 
have any of the bad effects of 
chloroform and is relatively safe 
to use. 
However, its use now is pri­

ra th e r th an th a t of creating the 
to tal stage of anesthesia needed 
in surgery. Used in this m a n n e r ,! 
it has very little effect on respira- J 
tion and the blood controlling 
centers of the brain. T rich lor­ 
ethylene also has no effect on the 
vom iting center. In fact, it will 
lim it th e am ount of v o m itin g .; 
T h is is im portant because m any i 


of the anesthetics and p a in -re ­ 
lieving drugs promote vomiting 
and can cause serious com plica­ 
tions if the woman breathes in 
some of the vomited m aterial. 
Special Apparatus 


Special apparatus h as been de­ 
vised whereby the woman In la­ 
bor can breathe In trich loreth y ­ 
lene and, with each pain, bring in 
adequate amounts to relieve the 
pain. 


No adverse effects a t all are ob-, 
tam ed with th is type of use. 


In m any women, relief of pain 
has been complete and they have 
gone through labor with only a 
m inim al am ount of discomfort. 
T h e decision as to w hat a n e sth e t­ 
ic to use, if any, is up to the doc­ 
tor in charge. 


In general, the less anesthesia, 
th e better for the infant.

B. B .: W hat causes ringing in 
th e ears? 


Answer: Ringing in the ears Is 
due to a num ber of causes, such 
a s anem ia, kidney disease, accu ­ 
m ulation of wax in the ear, as 
well as an infection in the tube 
c o n n e c t i n g t h e e a r w i t h t h e 
m outh. It is advisable to have a 
physical exam ination.

There’s an old legend, among 
the folks who dream , 
that the 
lights prompted by a true heart, 
for any purpose, shine on for­ 
ever. 
Long centuries before the world 
cam e to its age of skeptical real­ 
ism —long before the modern way 
of so-what and who-cares — the 
good people of the earth 
taught 
their children that a cheerful light 
never 
really 
loses 
its 
friendly, 
w arm radiance. Much in the m an­ 
ner that a later age was to talk 
of loved ones linking their thoughts 
over time and distance, the o I d 
tales told of goodwill lights 
that 
carried their inspiration to the end 
of time itself. 
True indeed, they whispered, a 
candle could be snuffed into dark­ 
ness. A warming log’s sparkle and 
flare could be reduced to ruddy 
coals. Or an oil lamp turned for 
the night. But the light 
had 
al­ 
ready started on its way, with a 
speed that was then beyond im ag­ 
inations.

Eye Cataract Surgery Grows 
Into Successful Practice 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (JP-ln 1818 a 
young Boston surgeon performed 
one of the first successful cataract 
operations in America. He had re ­ 
turned 
from 
Europe 
where 
he 
studied to find his father nearly j 
blinded by cataracts. 
His own account of how’ he felt 
before making the incision goes j 
like this: 
“ I went to my closet and offered 
a prayer to the deity for success, 
took a glass of sherry and went 
ahead with the operation.” # 
Eye surgeons today—giving sight 
to the blind—seem equally as mod- j 
est and are far more successful, j 
Cataracts can be removed and 
the cornea transplanted. In other 
words, more and more blind now 
can see. 
The corneal transplant is one of 
the most recent marvels of eye 
surgery. The cornea is the trans­ 
parent or window coating protect- i 
ing the iris and pupil. A cataract 
is a cloudiness of the lens inside 
the eye, located directly behind the 
pupil. 
The donated eye for corneal oper­ 
ations in Ohio usually is flowm in 
from an eye bank in New York 
City. As yet Ohio has no eye bank 
of its own. Such banks exist in

Eye specialists say the operation 
sometimes can be completed in 30 
minutes—if the donor and patient 
are in adjoining operating rooms.

If possible it is best to be 
used about four hours after taken 
from the body of the donor.
